DECISION IS REVERSED 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 3. — In diplo- 


matic circles, where is every reason to 


' believe there is the best information 
regarding the plans of the Japanese, 
it is stated that the fall of Port Arthur 
will be promptly followed by an offer 
of peace from Japan. It is understood 
that a strong effort will be made to 
have the offer come through President 
Roosevelt. It is even suggested that 
the terms might include an arrange- 
ment which would give Russia an out- 
let through the Persian gulf. There 
is, however, no indication as to wheth- 
er an effort to induce President Roose- 
velt to move in the matter would be 
likely to succeed. It certainly is re- 
garded as unlikely thut such a sugges- 
tion should come through the United 
States unless the president has the 
strongest previous intimation that it 
would be favorably considered by the 
Russian government. It may be added 
that while it i.-; k-ior.-p. that Emperor 
Nicholas from thf> beginning regarded 
the war with great abhorrence, there 
is nothing yet to indicate that his gov- 
ernment intends to recede from the 
program of fighting to a finish, which 
has rcpeatedlv been announced. 


There is much discussion relative to 


Vice Admiral Rojestvensky's voyage 
to the far east. It is rumored that bis 
squadron may be recalled to the Baltic 
to await reinforcements and proceed 
eastward next summer, when it will be 
decidedly superior in strength to Ad- 
miral Togo's fleet, but there is nothing 
authoritative to support such a report. 
The situation, so far as Vice Admiral 
Rojestvensky is concerned, is not ma- 
terially different from the time when 
the Port Arthur squadron was first de- 
feated. It is known that. Admiral Ro- 
jestvensky had alternative 
instruc- 


tions whec he sailed covering such a 
contingency as has now arisen.

far as known, he has no intention of 
altering his plans owing to General 
Stoessel's surrender.

the operations of any one year show 
an excess of disbursements over re- 
ceipts (in the Relict Feature), the

the deficiency 


out of its ov.n funds, if there is a sur- 
plus it iu added to the fund which th-; 
Relief Feature is accumulating as a 
reserve against possible contingencies. 


The contributions ol the members 


are graded according tc their monthly 
rate of pay and the hazard of their oc- 
cupations, membership is divided in 
to two general clashes' what is known 
as the "first class," consisting of those 


in the operation of trains and 


rolling ptock, and the "second class," 
of those not so engaged. These are 
further subdivided according to their 
monthly pay, as follows:

Payments in excess of one 
and one-half per cent monthly may be 
made, or the whole loan may be repaid 
at any time.

Loans are limited 
to three-fourths of tbe market value of 
the property offered as security, the 
balance being supplied by the borrow- 
er out of his own pocket or by means 
of a second mortgage.

Any employe of the company who 


has been for four years a member ol 
the Relief Department and ten years 
in the service, and who has reached 
the age of sixty-five and been honor- 
ably relieved from duty, may take ad- 
vantage of the Pension Feature. Mem- 
bers under sixty-five may be pensioned 
if tbe circumstances justify and thr 
condition of 
the fund permits, am* 


pensions have been granted in quite 
a number of such cases. The fund for 
tho payment of pensions is derived 
wholly from the contributions 4>f the 
company. $75.000.00 per annum being 
donated for (.his purpose. 


Pensions are paid monthly. Each 


pensioner receives a daily allowance 
excluding Sundays, equal to one-half 
the benefits provided to be paid for 
sickness, under the regulations of the 
Relief Feature, to a member of the 
class of which he is a member.

trom lack of space to pass that part 
over. 
• What has been said may times, by 
previous committees, can be repeated. A 
considerable number of bills have been 
allowed without being properly itemized, 
such a course leaves room for doubt and 
conjecture on the part of any one look- 
ing at such allowances, unless they are 
specially informed in the premises. There 
are the usual number of errors of vari- 
ous kinds appearing in the report. Er- 
rors of course will occur where business 
of any great extent is transacted, but a. 
little more care might prevent a great 
many and possibly save the county some 
money.

example, Bill of Jos. B. 
Jones allowed March 7th, 1904, for $76.61 
should be $67. bl; correct amount 
was 
paid. 
Bill of Vogelmeier Bros, for $9.50 
allowed twice on Journal May 23rd and 
May 31st, 1901. Bill of the newspapers 
for publishing Commissioners' report for 
last year allowed for S1S5.S5, paid .Tune 
00th, 1304, for $285.83, without any addi- 
tional allowance of record. 
Bill of the 
Bobbs-JMerrill Company for Thompson's 
Kvidencp, SG.OO, allowed twice May 9th 
and August 15th, 1904, has not been paid. 
Bill of Ruggles-Gale Company, allowed 
January 4th, 1901, for $18.00. paid for $24.- 
50. Bill of August 22nd, 1904, W. A. Ir- 
vine, supplies for Pro_bate Judge, allow- 
ed for S15 00, is disclaimed by the judge, 
and same is not on file and has not been 
paid.

Court Room. 


Tho repairs 
and 
alterations in tho 
Coijrt Room have been very expensive, 
and 
VV-P find the law in relation thereto 
has not been complied with. R. R., 795, 
requires that full plans be prepared by 
an architect, including a detailed esti- 
mate <.f each item of expense, and the 
aggregate cost. R. S., 797, requires that 
said plans, etc., be passed on by the 
building committee and if approved a 
copy shall be deposited with the Audit- 
or' and kppt in his office. 
R. S., Section 79S, requires public let- 
ting of work where the estimated cost 
exceeds $1,000.00. 
The majority of the 
provisions have not been complied with. 
The plans have been adopted .piecemeal, 
the plans for decoration and heating 
nearly a year after the work was begun. 
The minutes show the adoption of these 
various plans, but not one of them is on 
file in the Auditor's office, and we are 
informed that they are In possession ot 
Louis Lane, architect, at Toledo, Ohio. 
Tho work in the Court room has cost 
to date about $15,300.00—$12,200.00 was ex- 
pended in the year we have examine'! 
and ?3 100 in the previous year. We have 
no means of telling how much more it 
will cost to complete. Some parts of the 
tvork v.-ere contracted, others were not. 
Geo. 
Vf. Lane has drawn the sum of 


S5,3fil.OS for material and labor, and the 
sair.e was not let at a public compe- 
tition. Other labor bills to the amount 
of St.62S.90 have been paid by the Com- 
missioners, none of which were con- 
tracted in the manner required by law. 
W. J. Harper & Son drew $998.60 in ad- 
dition to the amount of their contract. 
Others have drawn smaller sums for 
which no contracts appear of record. _ 
The whole transaction of the Commis- 
sioners was wrong in its inception. The 
!ans,specifications and estimates snouw 
,,ave been completed for the whole work 
before their adoption, then there could 
have been a public letting of all the 
work as required in R. S., Section (98, 
with profit to the county. It is but fair 
to say that the Board of Commissioners 
a«= at present constituted is not respon- 
sible for this state of affairs. 
Jfrroll Sth. 1904. the Commissioners on 
account of the building fund being over- 
resolution to stop fur- 
„„,, 
funds were available. 
The building fund at the present time is 
overdrawn "about $12,560. 
The tax levy 
for this f'ind for this present year will 
not more than make up this overdraft. 
Another year will have to elapse before 
sufficient funds will be available unless 
the building fund is again overdrawn. 
Wo think this" work should not be so 
long delayed. The Court room has al- 
readv been out of use for about eighteen 
months. 
R.. S.. Section 871, allows the 
Commissioners to borrow money by sell- 
ing bonds for this purpose and we rec- 
ommend this method to their attention. 
We think this work should be completed 
as cheap!1." and expeditiously as possible. 
So far it has been of an unnecessarily 
expensive kind.

Minority Report of Mr. Fitzgibbon. 


I wish to qualify my approval of the 
above report in several of it features. 
First as to cost bills of magistrates. The 
intent of the law is to give to every( man 
who has been injured or who. beHevcs, 
himself injured to have his day in Court. 
A™trict following of the conclusion of 
the committee would bar many meritori- 
ous claims from ever being heard and 
therefore do an injustice to a number of 
citizens For instance, a man may nave 
oeen assaulted by another; he goes to 
the Justice with the request that a. war- 
rant issue for the offender. The Justice 
asks that security for costs be given, the 
party injured is unable to furnish 
a 
bond and therefore the offender escapes. 
1 feel that when a Justice presents a 
cost bill endorsed by a certificate stating, 
that the defendant was insolvent or dis- 
charged or that a diligent effort was 
made to secure the costs and that, the 
same was not given because of the indi- 
gence of the prosecuting witness; that 
that finding should be final, at least to 
the amount allowed by lawraOO.OO. 


•>nd Further, I do not approve of the 
suggestion of the majority of the com- 
mittee that bonds be issued for the com- 
pletion of the Court room. I have con- 
sistently opposed any such course ,and 
have advised the Commissioners repeat- 
edlv against such a procedure. In the 
first place it is not good business policy 
for the county to issue short term bonds 
for a small amount, as this case would 
require 
The bonds would not sell at 
verv much of a profit, if any, and they . 
would have to run for a period of time 
far beyond what the improvements in 
the Court room could be paid for by the 
lew, and therefore be an expense on the 
county for a much longer period than 
was necessary. 
By using the money 
raised by the levies for this purpose the 
court room can be completed by next Sep- , 
tember, and during that time the present - 
Court room will suffice for all purposes. . 
3rd I also dissent from the commit- 
tee "in their report on franchises. 
The 
committee had no power nor authority 
to make any criticism or recomraenda- ' 
tion on this matter. The statute pro- 
viding for the appointment of the com- - 
rnittee to examine the Commissioners 
Report provides that they are to'report , 
on the financial transactions of the Com- 
sioners as shown in th£ annual report 
submitted to the Court. A franchise is 
not a financial transaction. 
It is a 
grant. Nowhere does it appear in tne 
report which has been heretofore pub- 
lished and it is not in any place em- 
bodied in it. Therefore it does not come 
under the purview of the work of this 
committee, and the committee's - report 
on this matter is wholly gratuitous and 
unauthorized.

England and China's Opium Curse- 
In bis recent speech upon tbe bless- 


ings of arbitration tbe Britisb premier 
placed n scathing auatlieimi upon war 
and the breeders of war because of the 
misery entailed upon tbe masses of any 
country which enjzages in it. For his 
strong words the nations can but be 
grateful, and. lie nocd not feel commit- 
ted thereby to a crusade upon every 
evil -which crosses his pathway of di- 
plomacy. It will be interesting, how- 
ever, to watch the course of England 
under Lord Lansdowne's regime with 
respect to the opium curse, which his 
country forced upon China half n cen- 
tury ago and still maintains, much to 
her disgrace. If the international re- 
form bureau has its way England will 
soon be called upon to abrogate the 
treaty of JS42. by menus of which she 
abolished the opium prohibition laws 
of China. This treaty vats put through 
by Britisb bayonets, but it is extreme- 
ly unlikely that the Chinese, who 
under it, will resort to the bayonet to* 
get redress. The alternative for Eng- 
land in this case will not be war.

India's Oil Fields. 


The decline of the importation of 


American kerosene into India, due to 
the development of the native fields, 
may have the happy result of cheapen- 
ing the price of petroleum to the con- 
sumer in the United States. 
Such a 


consummation is. at any rate, devoutly 
to be wished. In a recent British sta- 
tistical report, says Frank \V. Mahin, 
United States consul at Nottingham. 
England, the statement is made that 
during the fiscal year ended March 31, 
1904, the importation of kerosene oil 
into India fell off nearly 10,000.01)0 gal- 
lons. 
The decline in the import of 


Russian oil was 10.4 per cent and of 
American oil 27 per cent. The rapid 
development of the Indian oil fields has 
caused this decreased import. The In- 
dian oil is not yet of as good quality as 
most of the imported oil. but its cheap- 
ness secures it a market. American oil. 
it is said, has security for a limited 
market in its superior quality, but 
keen competition among all the com- 
mon grades seems assured.

General Nogi's Dispatch. 


Tokyo. Jan. 3.—The text of General 


Nogi's telegram announcing the capit- 
ulation of the Russian forces at Port 
Arthur Is as follow!-: "The plenipoten- 
tiaries of both parties concluded their 
negotiation., Monday at 4:30 o'clock. 
The Russian commissioners accepted 
on the whole the conditions stipulated 
by us and consented to capitulate. The 
document has been prepared and sig- 
natures affixed. 
Simultaneously with 


the conclusion of negotiations both 
armies 
suspended hostilities. 
The 


Japanese army will enter the city of 
Port Arthur today." 


Admire Stoessel's Defense. 


London, Jan. 3.—General Stoessel's 


defense of Port Arthur has excited the 
admiration of Earl Roberts, comman- 
der-in-chief of the British forces. 
"It 


has been a magnificent defense," said 
the veteran fighter, enthusiastically. 
"What a splendid fellow he is, to be 
sure. How all the world must admire 
him." Field Marshal Viscount Wolse- 
ley and Major General Baden-Powell 
also pay enthusiastic tributes to Gen- 
eral StoesseL General Baden-Powell 
saying: "It is an honorable surrender 
after a snlendid defense." 


AFTER TEN MONTHS. 


Port Arthur Now In Complete Posses- 


sion of the Japanese. 


London, Jan. 3.—Port Arthur, whose 


hills have for months run red with the 
blood of the bravest of two warlike 
nations, has at last succumbed to the 
fierce tenacity of the Japanese attack. 
General Stoessel, most stubborn in 
carrying out the will of his sovereign, 
has seen the advance of the besieging 
army gain in momentum and energy 
until to hold out longer would have 
been a crime against humanity. The 
conditions of the surrender are not 
known, but in all quarters it is antici- 
pated that they are such as an honor- 
able soldier may accept from a brave 
and victorious enemy. 


The authorities at St. Petersburg, in 


the absences of direct official news 
from General Stoessel that Port Ar- 
thur has surrendered, have not permit- 
ted the ne.s to become public. Em- 
peror Nicholas is in the south of Rus- 
sia and his ministers are for the time 
being in the dark as to what dis- 
patches have been sent to him from 
the front. 


Tokyo was the scene of rejoicing,

WILL FIOHTJT OUT 


Confidently Stated That Surrender of 


Port Will Be Fresh Incentive 


To Car. 


London, Jan. 3.—The capitulation of 


Port Arthur was the one topic of dis- 
cussion fro.n the street corners, where 
groups were sheltered from the driv- 
ing snow, to the comfortable service 
clubs, the legations and the residences 
and 
offices 
of 
cabinet 
ministers. 


Everywhere the utmost 
admiration 


was expressed for the defenders and 
the attacking array, and the probabil- 
ity that Of neral NO,TI has made con- 
cessions to the gallant General Stoes- 
sel is received with much satisfaction. 
The announcement of tbe fall of the 
Russian stronghold created little sur- 
prise in official and diplomatic circles, 
where it had been discounted by re- 
cent events. At the Russian embassy 
the same spirit of determination to 
prosecute the war to the bitter end was 
expressed. In fact, it was confidently 
stated that Russia would only regard 
the surrender of Port Arthur in the 
light of a fresh incentive and would 
spare no efforts for its recapture. 


Kuropatkin Threatened. 


Paris, Jan. :3.—The news of the sur- 


render of Port Arthur created a pro- 
found impression here and was the 
universal theme of conversation in of- 
ficial and diplomatic quarters and with 
the public generally. The newspapers 
discuss the matter at much length and 
in a tone of sadness. French military 
critics regard the surrender of Port 
Arthur as rendering General Kuropat- 
ldn's position increasingly dangerous, 
as the besieging army of 80,000 men 
is now released and will reinforce the 
Japanese army in the north. It is ex- 
pected that Vice Admiral Rojestven- 
sky's squadron will proceed no farther 
in the direction of the seat of war. 


What the Japanese Minister Says. 
London, Jan. 3.—The Jap minister, 


Barqn Hayashi. declined to discuss the 
probability of peace negotiations. He 
said, however: "The fall of Port Ar- 
thu_ will at any rate end the horrible 
slaughter in one part of the theater of 
vrar, and I sincerely hope that in some 
way it will facilitate final peace. This 
depends upon Russia and not upon us. 
It may strengthen the determination 
of Russia to continue the war at all 
costs. Its effect upon Japan, however, 
can not be doubted. Our fleet is free, 
and the release of the besieging army 
gives us increased forces available for 
service elsewhere."

Berlin, Jan. 3.—On the bourse the

Frozen to Death. 


Toledo, O., Jan. 3.—A special grand 


jury, -which has been in. session for 
four weeks investigating civic affairs, 
has just leturned 'four bills against 
John Stollberg, a hardware dealer, and 
three against Servers Milton, d, ta;l- 
or'.and John Nolan.

presents. This may be called the offi 
cial Xew Year's. It dates only fron 
1870. when tbe Japanese government 
changed its calendar to conform with 
that of the rest of the world. On Feb 
1 there is a second coating, the Xe\\ 
Year's of old Japan, still dear to the 
rural heart. All tbe country folk cal 
on one another, and the city folk go 
out to help them. There is less formal 
ity about this and less eclat, but good 
fellowship abounds and joy is rampant 
for a week. 


The third coating is given in good old 


Chinese style. Its date depends on the 
moon, as does our Easter festival 
Each household celebrates by itself in 
part and in part with outside friends 
but this feast is more domestic, though 
not less sacredly observed, £hau the 
two preceding. 


The New Year season is the time to 


see Japan socially at its best. It is 
true there are no kiku, as they call 
chrysanthemums, nor cherry blossoms. 
The kiku is in the fail and the sakura 
in the spring, both seasons -when all 
outdoors is a garden party and exqui- 
sitely picturesque; but, with all its 
loveliness, it is only the outside one 
sees then. 


To see into the homes and the heart 


of Japan one must be there on Xew 
Year's. Businees generally is suspend- 
ed, both private and public. All is wide 
open then, and hospitality such as is 
unknown in Europe or America is the 
rule without exception. 


The jinrikisha cooly is the only one 


that works, but his task hardly is irk- 
some. Waiting, he feasts in tbe kitch- 
en with the cook while his fare makes 
a call. 


The geisha has her busiest season at 


New Year's, but her work is all play, 
whic'i she enjoys quite as much as 
those whom she entertains. Her plain- 
tive lore songs are never sung more 
sweetly than at the beginning of the 
year, when the heart of the nation 
warms anew. The geisha is near that 
heart and chirrups sympathetically. 


The emperor and the empress receive 


for three days. On the first day only 
those of royal blood, the highest offi- 
cers of state and foreign diplomats 
make their bows. Then follow in turn 
personages of less degree. These re- 
ceptions are ex' •emely formal, and ev- 
ery one connected with them is glad 
they continue only three da3-s.—Chica- 
go Tribune.

to the dec orations at the house doors. 
To the right of the entrance stands a 
red stemmed pine, signifying woman:

As thc pine tree keeps its leaves 
when other trees are bare, so the true 
jeart preserves its courage in adver- 
sity.

The 
trees are joined together at the tops 
with festoons of straw rope and multi- 
colored paper to ward away evil spirits 
mrt are interlaced with many branch 
ed ferns, signifying a numerous prog- 
euj'.

second Xew Year's display, the offering 
to the household gods whose seats are 
surrounded with flowers and greens.

One of the most beautiful features of 


the old time New Year's celebration in 
the land of the mikado and one which 
is now, unfortunately, practically ex- 
tinct was the surmimono, or New 
Year's card.
